A CAR crash victim who died near 
Burton last week had served time 
for threatening to blow up a bank 
in Northampton. 

Malcom Brown, who had only 
recently been released from 
prison, was killed when his Jaguar 
X-type swerved off the A50 into a 
tree. 

The 62-year-old, formerly of 
Quantock Crescent, Duston, was 
jailed in 2005 after he posted a 
hoax bomb through the letterbox 
of NatWest bank in Northampton 
in December 2004. 

Despite police negotiators’ 
efforts, he then threatened to 
detonate the device unless he was 
given cash. 

Mr Brown, who was married at 
the time, had built up debts of 
£150,000 in pursuit of a younger 
woman. 

The bomb plot led to a town 
centre evacuation with a 
100-metre safety cordon set up 
around the bank on St James 
Road. 

The RAF Explosives Ordnance 
Unit was scrambled to the branch 
and Weedon Road was sealed off 
while they carried out two 
controlled explosions to make the 
package safe. 

Major disruption was caused to 
nearby homes and businesses, 
including a supermarket and a 
pub, which all had to be vacated 



during the four-hour ordeal. Mr 
Brown, 55 at the time, was traced 
by the mobile phone he used to 
make four calls asking NatWest 
staff for money. 

He demanded it be left in bin 
bags and said he was watching the 
building through binoculars. 

The following April he was 
sentenced to a minimum of five 
years behind bars after admitting 
blackmail at Northampton Crown 
Court. 

He was described by the judge as 
a “deluded loner” but his defence 
lawyer said he was “not a criminal 
mastermind”. 

The accident that killed him 
happened on the A50, between 


Foston and Hilton, at about 
4.45pm on December 27. 
Paramedics were called and the 
A50 was closed by police but the 
driver had suffered “serious 
injuries” and was confirmed dead 
at the scene. 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Ambulance Service said: “There 
was nothing that could be done to 
save the man.” 

An inquest into Mr Brown’s 
death was opened at Derby and 
South Derbyshire Coroner’s Court 
on Tuesday Proceedings were 
adjourned while a police investi¬ 
gation into the crash continues. 

The Ministry of Justice declined 
to comment.

Safety fears after 
town centre blaze

A FIRE that took several hours 
to bring under control has left 
a building in Northampton 
town centre at risk of collapse. 

The interior of the disused 
Angel Hotel, on Bridge Street, 
was completely destroyed by 
the blaze, and Fat Cats bar 
below was severely damaged. 

The road remains closed to 
vehicles while scaffolding is put 
up to support the fragile build¬ 
ing. Pedestrians are advised to 
stay clear of the cordoned-off 
area which is being manned by 
officers from Northamptonshire 
Police. 

The blaze started at about 
4.15pm on Monday as Fat Cats 
was due to open and the five 
members of staff on site were 
evacuated immediately. 

At 4.30pm fire crews arrived at 
the scene as smoke was spotted 
billowing from the roof. 

Six pumps were used to tackle 
the flames but as the scale of the 
fire became clear a further two 
engines and two aerial appli¬ 
ances were called. 

A total of 50 firefighters finally 
brought the blaze under control 
by 11pm but Northampton¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue were still 
at the scene on Tuesday night 
putting out remaining hotspots. 

Balloon Bar, in the ground 
floor of the building, was evacu¬ 
ated along with surrounding 
properties and businesses but 
was relatively undamaged. 

But for Fat Cats it was the 
second incident in two days, 


after thieves stole New Year’s 
Eve takings on Sunday. Police 
confirmed they are investigat¬ 
ing a burglary after being called 
to the premises at 6.30am on 
lanuary 1 but they are not 
connecting the incident with 
the fire at this stage. 

Manager Simon Patterson said 
the smoke and fire damage to 
their premises was “substan¬ 
tial”. 

“The first two floors are com¬ 
pletely gutted and the first floor 
collapsed into the bar.” 

Mr Patterson did not think the 
Grade Il-listed building would 
have to be demolished but said 
that the cost of the damage was 
unclear. He added: “It’s a lovely 
building and we want it to 
remain that way.” 

Building Control Officers from 
Northampton Borough Council 
described the burnt-out build¬ 
ing as “structurally unsafe”, and 
there were particular fears for 
the gable end of the three 
storeys due to the current 
strong winds. 

Councillors met with local 
specialists on Tuesday night to 
arrange for scaffolding to be 
erected. 

The complex process of mak¬ 
ing the site safe enough to 
investigate began yesterday 
morning but the council say this 
could take up to 48 hours to 
complete. 

Structural engineers will then 
assess the building to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the fire but it 
is not thought to be suspicious. 

It is only after this examina¬ 
tion has taken place that repre¬ 


sentatives from Fat Cats and 
Balloon Bar, who lease the 
ground floor rooms, will be 
allowed in to see the extent and 
cost of the damage, and 
estimate when they will be able 
to re-open. 

While neighbouring business¬ 
es on Bridge Street are open the 
road closure was still causing 
disruption to traffic yesterday. 

A Section 78 of the Building 
Control Act will be served on the 
owners of the site who will be 
required to make the structure 
safe as soon as possible. 

Authorities involved in dealing 
with the aftermath of the fire 
met on Tuesday night to ensure 
public safety was protected in 
the meantime. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “This 
has been a major incident for 
our town centre and we are all 
working together to deal with 
what has happened, make the 
area safe and get things moving 
again as soon as we can. 

“When that has been done, we 
will then be speaking to busi¬ 
nesses to discuss how we can 
make sure that the town 
remains open for business and 
that this fire has as little impact 
as possible on the local econo¬ 
my.” 

The group was due to meet 
again last night to discuss how 
to return bus routes and other 
traffic movement in the town 
centre back to normal.

It’s the turn of the screws at new justice centre 


A TOPPING out ceremony was 
held yesterday at the county’s 
new Criminal Justice Centre 
(CJC) in Northampton. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee and 
chairwoman of Northampton¬ 
shire Police Authority, Deirdre 
Newham, tightened one of the 
final bolts on the steel structure 
at Brackmills Business Park. 

They were joined by Ian 
Cheung, the managing director 
of Kier Construction in the East 
Midlands, which is the construc¬ 
tion firm responsible for build¬ 
ing the new centre. 

CC Lee said: “It was a privilege 
to attend the topping out cere¬ 
mony of this impressive and 
much needed building which 


will provide upgraded custody 
facilities as well as additional 
office space for other police and 
criminal justice functions. The 
construction of the centre is on 
schedule, within budget, and I 
am very much looking forward 
to seeing the remainder of the 
works progress over the next few 
months.” 

Ms Newham added: “The devel¬ 
opment of the CJC is an integral 
part of the Force’s Estates 
Strategy and a significant invest¬ 
ment for the Authority and the 
Force.” 

The new custody centre is 
urgently needed to replace and 
upgrade the existing cell facili¬ 
ties at Campbell Square and 


Weston Favell police stations, 
which are too small and outdat¬ 
ed. The building is scheduled for 
completion in July and the CJC is 
expected to be fully operational 
by September. 

As well as a custody facility with 
40 cells, the CJC will 
provide more than 2,000 square 
metres of office space. 

It will also accommodate police 
officers and staff involved in the 
custody and criminal justice 
process while the new centre will 
provide opportunities to realign 
the Force’s estate, releasing lease¬ 
hold properties and temporary 
modular buildings, to ensure polic¬ 
ing services are located appropri¬ 
ately and effectively.

1970s bridges to be removed

MORE than £1 million worth of 
medical equipment, including 
walking sticks and crutches, is 
either in use or has gone missing 
in the county. 

Figures released to the Herald & 
Post by Northampton NHS show 
that £1,134,382 of medical aids has 
not yet been returned. 

Statistics provided by the NHS 
show that in a period from April 1 
to October last year: 

■ 27,438 items, valued at 
£1,927,466, were delivered 

■ 17,347 items, valued at 
£793,084, were collected/returned 

There are approximately 250 stan¬ 
dard stock lines plus a range of 
other specialist or bespoke equip¬ 
ment supplied by Millbrook 
Healthcare, who are responsible 
for allocation and collection. 

Other walking and toilet aids 
which can facilitate people’s dis¬ 
charge from hospital are provided 
by the Community Equipment 
service, which is also managed by 
Millbrook Healthcare, who operate 
from Northampton General 
Hospital. 

Millbrook took over the running 
of this service in March last year. 

When issued to a patient for 
discharge, items are allocated onto 
an electronic system managed by 
Millbrook as are the collections. 

Northants Wheelchair service 
provides wheelchairs to those who 
fit the eligibility criteria. 



No wheelchairs are issued by this 
service for temporary use. 

These are issued by NGH or 
clients are referred to the Red Cross 
Service. 

Northampton General Hospital’s 
stock is a small part of the total 
community equipment service. 

Regarding the loan of equipment 
Northants NHS said: “The commu¬ 
nity equipment service doesn’t 
cover all equipment loans and 
some, eg those given out at A&E etc 
if someone has a broken leg, actu¬ 
ally come out of the hospital’s 
budget, most likely the physiother¬ 
apy budget.”

A VOLUNTEER emergency 
doctor who is part of the East 
Midlands Immediate Care 
Scheme (EMICS) has been 
recognised with an award in the 
New Year’s Honours list.

THE multi-cultural and religious 
groups in Northamptonshire 
need a link with the police and 
this is achieved through 
Community Engagement 
Officers. 

Both Sue Ward and Nick 
Stephens join with community 
and faith groups to offer advice 
and support. 

They also liaise with different 
minority groups and individuals 
to focus on Northamptonshire 
Police’s ambition of winning the 
trust and confidence of people. 

Sue and Nick recently took on 
the responsibility for community 
engagement on a countywide 
level, previously only covering 
Northampton town itself. 

International events as well as 
local incidents can affect neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

The duo are able to communi¬ 
cate quickly and effectively with 
community and religious leaders, 
key individuals and people of 
influence, when tensions or 
problems arise. 

The two officers work with 
people from a diverse range of 
areas, including African 


Caribbean, Bangladeshi, 

Pakistani, Indian, Somalian, 
Polish and other Eastern 
European groups, Middle Eastern 
and Afghans. 

Northamptonshire boasts a 
whole range of different 
religions too, ranging from 
Sikhism, Hinduism, Judaism, 
Buddhism, Islam, Christian and 
the Baha’i faith. 

Mr Stephens said: “We are 
responsible for the whole of the 
county. 

“We try to provide a link with 
minority and faith groups to 
ensure they get a good service 
from the police. 

“We work with them to monitor 
tensions in communities by 


providing assistance. We try to 
identify the problem. 

“Many of the people who come 
to the country have no under¬ 
standing of the police so we have 
to inform people what we do and 
about our role. 

“Some people are very reluctant 
to report incidents to the police. 

“We assure them by having an 
interpreter when they come to us 
to report a crime. 

“Some of them have come from 
war torn countries and don’t have 
a good understanding of law and 
order.” 

The two officers provide 
specialist support to bridge gaps, 
increase communication and 
confidence and support policing 
objectives, while aiding commu¬ 
nity cohesion.

updates to community leaders 
and representatives and were 
quickly able to reassure people 
when rumours began circulating 
mosques and Sikh temples might 
be attacked. 

Mr Stephens said: “We offer 
advice to the local communities 
in times of crisis. 

“When the national disorder 
happened in August there were a 
number of communities who had 
heard rumours that mosques and 
temples would be attacked. 

“These were just malicious and 


we were able to reassure them 
they were not true.” They have 
also used their contacts to bring 
about resolutions between 
parties, facilitated events where 
people can meet the police and 
advised the Muslim community 
when planning applications have 
caused neighbourhood tensions. 

The pair also work with the 
Force’s Major Investigation 
teams, Emergency Preparedness 
Unit, CID and Family Liaison 
Officers. 

For example, this year they were 


used to reassure and make 
contact with the Chinese 
community when the Ding family 
were murdered in Northampton. 

Both have also provided reas¬ 
surance to other groups during 
major incidents. 

Ms Ward added: “We have 
already made plans to visit vari¬ 
ous communities elsewhere in 
the county and we are looking 
forward to strengthening our 
links with them and to learn 
about any particular issues they 
may have.”

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Council cuts raising 
people’s safety fears

A LEADING Northamptonshire 
politician believes people in the 
county do not feel as safe as they 
used to due to budget cuts. 

Councillor Brendan Glynane, 
who is the Liberal Democrat 
opposition leader on 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, decried the proposed 
cuts to the authority’s budget 
which include stopping paying 
£500,000 to the police to pay for 
PCSOs. 

He felt this was compounded by 
Northampton Borough Council 
aiming to strip £100,000 from its 
budget to cut the services of four 
PCSOs. 

Cllr Glynane believes this, 
combined with the borough’s aim 
to reduce its CCTV coverage and 
the county’s budget cut last year 
of turning off half the street lights 
in Northamptonshire, is combin¬ 
ing to make people feel less safe. 

Cllr Glynane, who also sits on 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “The people I have spoken 
to say they do not feel as safe. 

“I do feel Conservative council¬ 
lors are not listening to people’s 
real concerns. 

“People will want answers and 
want these decisions justified. 

“They will want to know the cuts 



to the PCSOs will not result in a 
rise in crime and there will not be 
a drop off in community safety.” 

Cllr Glynane thinks in terms of 
consultation, which the county 
council is doing, this is ‘merely a 
tick box exercise’. 

He feels what is being done is 
not good enough and wants the 
county council to be going out to 


different areas as it did before. 
Cllr Glynane also believes 
members of the public should be 
allowed to address the county 
council about the proposed 
budget cuts. 

He said the Liberal Democrats 
will be keeping up the pressure 
on the authority to get answers. 

Cllr Glynane said: “There are 
lots of ways in which the pressure 
can be kept on the county coun¬ 
cil. 

“One is by putting forward 
written questions and asking for 
information. 

“It is getting the facts and 
figures about why a cut is being 
made and what is the logic 
behind it. 

“There is the opportunity to 
enable a motion to be put 
forward about street lights and 
get members of the public to 
come and speak on this issue. 

“We as the opposition can call in 
their decisions and pull them to 
bits. 

“This would allow us to find out 
the reasons for the cuts. 

“The ordinary voter only votes 
for their councillor once every 
four years - why should they not 
have an opportunity to voice 
his/her opinion? 

“There is the opportunity for 
councillors to be more question¬ 
ing about decisions.”

“The only item found as a result of the 
knife arch was a corkscrew which was 
taken off a man. 

“During the operation, officers spotted 
a man in the street with a knuckle duster. 

“He was detained and arrested.”

Busy route into 
county to shut

ONE of the busiest junctions coming 
into the county will be closed for 36 
hours from tomorrow. 

Road users are being reminded the 
Catthorpe Junction Interchange in 
Leicestershire will be closed from 
midnight to allow for the old Viaduct to 
be demolished. 

The closure is scheduled to last until 
noon on Sunday and will see the follow¬ 
ing sections of carriageway closed for the 
duration of the works: 

■ Ml northbound between junctions 
19 and 20, including the northbound 
entry slip road at junction 19 

■ Ml southbound between junctions 
19 and 18 

■ M6 southbound to Ml southbound 
(junction 19). 

Access to the A14 will remain unaffect¬ 
ed throughout and clearly signed diver¬ 
sion routes will be in place for traffic 
affected by the closure. 

With the old viaduct reaching the end 
of its working life, the scheme to replace 
it started in July 2010. 

A replacement viaduct has now been 
constructed and in early December 
southbound traffic was moved onto the 
new bridge, which carries M6 traffic over 
the Ml. 

Project manager for the Highways 
Agency, Ivan Marriott said: “The demoli¬ 
tion of the viaduct presents a very partic¬ 


ular engineering challenge. The 85- 
metre long, 3,500-tonne bridge will be 
taken down piece by piece using ten 
large excavators with hydraulic breakers. 

“This method has been chosen due to 
the close proximity of the new bridge to 
the south of the original and also to 
ensure that we don’t damage the Ml 
carriageway which runs directly below 
the viaduct. 

“The closure will unavoidably cause 
some disruption for road users but to 
keep it to a minimum we have timed the 
works for a 36-hour period at the week¬ 
end when traffic flow is at its lowest. 

“We do advise that people plan their 
journeys in advance, avoiding the area if 
they can.” 

There will be clearly signed diversion 
routes in place during the closure. 

The Highways Agency will continue to 
keep people informed as the date of the 
closure approaches. 

Road users can keep up to date and 
register for updates on the scheme web¬ 
site at http://www.highways.gov.uk/ 
roads/projects/28223.aspx. 

Up to date travel information is also 
available by calling the Highways 
Agency Information Line on 0300 123 
5000, or by following @HAtraffic_emids 
on Twitter. 

In the event of adverse weather condi¬ 
tions affecting these planned works, 
reserve days are in place for the 
weekends of January 13 to 15, 20 to 22 
and 27 to 29.

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Figures show five 
died while at work

FIVE people lost their lives while 
at work in Northamptonshire 
last year and 363 suffered a 
major injury, according to new 
statistics. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) has issued a fresh warning 
about workplace safety after the 
number of deaths rose across 
Great Britain in 2010/11. 

It is urging employers to make 
the safety of workers their top pri¬ 
ority this year and is reminding 
them of their legal responsibility 
to ensure lives are not put at risk. 

A total of 171 people were killed 
at work in Great Britain last year, 
compared to 147 deaths during 
2009/10. 

More than 24,700 workers also 


suffered a major injury in 
2010/11. 

The five deaths and 363 major 
injuries in Northamptonshire 
compare to one death and 367 
major injuries in 2009/10. 

Another 1,399 workers suffered 
an injury or ill health which 
required them to take at least 
three days off work in 2010/11, 
compared with 1,441 in 2009/10. 

Rosi Edwards, HSE Regional 
Director in the East Midlands 
said: “The families of the five 
workers in Northamptonshire 
who lost their lives last year had 
to face Christmas without them. 
Hundreds of other workers have 
had their lives changed forever by 
a major injury. 

“These statistics highlight why 
we need good health and safety in 
British workplaces. 


“Employers need to spend their 
time tackling the real dangers 
that workers face and stop worry¬ 
ing about trivial risks or doing 
pointless paperwork. 

“It’s important to remember 
that we still have one of the low¬ 
est rates of workplace deaths in 
Europe but one death is still one 
too many. 

“I would urge businesses to 
focus on helping to cut the 
number of deaths in 2012.” 

These latest provisional figures 
show that, on average, six in every 
million workers were killed while 
at work between April 2010 and 
March 2011. 

High-risk industries include 
construction which had 50 deaths 
last year, agriculture with 34 
deaths and waste and recycling 
with nine deaths.

3D scan to keep 
roads on move

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
Police have been awarded 
£79,765 to buy new 
state-of-the-art technol¬ 
ogy which will help open 
roads quicker following a 
crash. 

The equipment saves 
time by quickly making a 
3D image of the whole 
collision site, rather than 
investigators painstaking¬ 
ly surveying multiple 
sections of a scene. 

This digital image can 
then be viewed on a 
computer screen remotely 
allowing investigators to 
take measurements of 
where vehicles are in 
relation to each other and 
examine other important 
evidence. 

The wider roll-out of 3D 
laser scanning technology 
is part of a Government- 
led initiative known as 
‘CLEAR’. 

This scheme is deliver¬ 
ing an action plan aimed 



at reducing delays by 
keeping traffic moving. 

Roads Minister, Mike 
Penning, said: “There is 
nothing more frustrating 
than being stuck in a traf¬ 
fic jam for hours on end. 

“But even worse than 
that is the shocking £1 
billion cost of those lost 
hours for our economy. 

“That is why we are 
determined to improve 
clear-up times following 
accidents so we can get 
our motorways re-opened 


as quickly as possible. The 
£79,000 DfT funding 
award to Northampton¬ 
shire Police will see 3D 
laser scanners rolled-out 
quickly where they are 
needed most. 

“This will benefit drivers 
by reducing incident 
clear-up times by 39 min¬ 
utes on average. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
of Northamptonshire 
Police, Suzette Davenport, 
said: “We welcome the 
funding which will 
provide state-of-the-art 
technology to help us 
speed up our ability to 
both clear roads and 
investigate collisions.” 

The grant for 
Northamptonshire Police 
came from the 
Department for Transport 
which awarded 27 police 
forces across England a 
total of £2.7million. 

In 2010 there were more 
than 18,000 full or partial 
motorway closures lasting 
a total of more than 20,000 
hours.

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Dowson haunted 
by horror defeats 


RUGBY UNION 

EARLY season defeats for Northampton Saints 
still plague Phil Dowson, who is determined 
that the side put those right in the second half 
of the season.

“There’s a few things where I just feel there 
were points missing and towards the second 
half of the season we have to be more clinical in 
taking those.” 

A win over the Quins, who also inflicted an 
early season loss on the Saints at the Stoop, 
would further strengthen their credentials as L 
title contenders. 

Dowson said: “We need to take some points off 
of them. They are runaway leaders at the mo¬ 
ment and we need to get into the top four be¬ 
cause the league is so compressed. 

“Everyone is beating everyone, there is not a 
whole lot between anyone at the moment and 
we need to distance ourselves from the chasing. 

“That means at home you’ve got to win your 
games regardless of who you are playing.” 

Dowson is also looking forward to the battle 
between the back rows and is well aware of what 
to expect from the visiting pack. 

“Chris Robshaw has been outstanding for a 
number of years now and he is going from 
strength to strength,” he said. 

“He is definitely someone we have spoken 
about over the ball and in the loose because he 
is a strong carrier. 

“Nick Easter is a big guy as well and he gets 
them over the gain line. He is willing to try 
things and is a lynchpin for them as well.” 


Saints hit by Lawes KO

A KNEE injury looks set to rule out 
Courtney Lawes for several weeks, 
dealing a blow to Northampton Saints’ 
Aviva Premiership ambitions and 
England’s Six Nations preparations. 

The second row has been one of the 
Saints’ form players since returning 
from the World Cup in New Zealand, 
playing a huge part in their climb up to 
third in the league. 

Lawes, who recently signed a three- 
year contract extension, played the full 
80 minutes of the 32-14 win at 
Newcastle Falcons on New Year’s Eve. 

But Jim Mallinder confirmed that he 
will not be able to face Premiership 
leaders Harlequins in tomorrow night’s 
clash at Franklin’s Gardens, although 
the injury is not serious. 

“I don’t think he will be fit for Friday,” 
said the Saints director of rugby ahead 
of the game. “He’s had a scan on his 
knee and we’re awaiting the results of 
that. 


“It looks like it’s not going to be major, 
but he will certainly be out for a few 
weeks.” 

The news will also come as a 
concern to interim England head 
coach Stuart Lancaster, who will soon 
be picking his squad for the defence of 
their Six Nations title. 

However, there is reason for him to 
be optimistic that Lawes should have 
recovered in time for their first game 
against Scotland at Murrayfield on 
Saturday, February 4. 

As far as Northampton are 
concerned, Tom Wood is available to 
face Quins after missing the win over 
Newcastle due to a knock picked up 
the previous week. 

Calum Clark has also had the pins 
removed from his injured hand, 
although he may still be out for 
another week. 

Mallinder also faces a selection 
quandary on the wing as Chris Ashton 
is once again available for selection 
after completing his four-match 
suspension. 


During his absence, both Russian 
international Vasily Artemyev and 
Saints Academy product Jamie Elliott 
have come to the fore with some fine 
performances. 

Scott Armstrong and Noah Cato, who 
scored a hat-trick for the Wanderers 
against Cambridge last Saturday, are 
also pushing for a place in the side. 

Mallinder said: “He’s available so we’ve 
got some hard decisions to make for 
Friday in terms of him. 

“The two lads at the weekend 
[Artemyev and Armstrong] played 
really well, young Jamie Elliott pulled 
out with a hamstring but will be fit, and 
then of course Noah Cato is scoring 
tries for the Wanderers. 

“He has come back from a shoulder 
injury and is fighting to get into the 
team. We’ve got some good options 
there, so we will have to see who gets 
the nod.” 

Added to matters is Ashton’s 
apparent unwillingness to discuss a 
new contract with the club, with arch 
rivals Saracens rumoured to be poised 


to swoop for the England star. The focus 
for Mallinder is on Harlequins 
tomorrow night though, and he is not 
reading too much into rumours that fly 
half Nick Evans will be unavailable due 
to injury. 

Even if he does not play, the 
Northampton boss is wary of the 
dangers posed by understudy Rory 
Clegg as well as the table-toppers’ 
strengths all over the park. 

“They’ve got a very good group of 
players who play for each other and on 
top of that they’ve got some key men 
such as Evans, who controls the game 
well for them, puts them in the right 
parts of the field, runs the ball and is 
an excellent kicker from hand and at 
goal,” said Mallinder. “That, as well as 
having those young English lads 
wanting to play for each other, makes 
them a good team. It's what we want - 
to be largely English and have a really 
good group mentality, and build a 
winning culture. They’ve been in the 
first division, like us, came back up and 
are now challenging for honours.”

Scottish international batsman Coetzer is 
in the ICC Combined Associates and 
Affiliates XI squad for their match against 
England in Dubai, which starts on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, fast bowler Brooks is out in 
Bangladesh with the England Lions as they 
prepare to take on Bangladesh Aina five- 
match one-day series followed by two 
Twenty20 games. 

Coetzer, who signed for Northants 
permanently from Durham at the end of last 
season after a successful loan spell, is one of 
12 players in the squad to face the tourists. 

The three-day match is the first of two 
warm-up games for England ahead of their 
three-Test series against Pakistan in the 
United Arab Emirates. 

Ireland skipper William Porterfield captains 
the side, while Coetzer will be expected to 
feature, having an average of 48 with the bat 
in nine one-day internationals for Scotland.

Lamb admits he still has some 
improvements to make though, 
with the recent win over Bath where 
he was on fire in the first half 
followed by a shaky start to the sec¬ 
ond period being one such example. 

“You’re aiming for perfection 
every time you go out, aren’t you?” 
said Lamb, who is keen to cling onto 
the number ten shirt now he has 
managed to grab hold of it. 

“Mistakes are going to happen, 
you know that, but it’s more how 
you bounce back from them both as 
a squad and personally. 

“We’re always striving for perfec¬ 
tion and you’ve got to keep 
working hard on your game every 
week, especially in our squad with 
Stephen Myler in the team. 

“If you slip up a bit he is going to 
be there and that’s the kind of squad 
you want. 

“I feel very comfortable at the 
moment. I had to wait a bit to get a 
chance in the shirt and now I’ve got 
it I feel like I’ve settled in really well. 

“But you’ve got to keep playing 
well, especially in a side like Saints. 
They want to challenge for honours 
and if you don’t play well there is 
always someone else. 

“Stephen is a very accomplished 
player as well, so he’ll always want 
to step up and do a job.” 

Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder was effusive in his praise 
of Lamb after the Bath win on 
Christmas Eve, and in particular 
praised the improvement in his goal 
kicking. That, says Lamb, is one area 
he has been concentrating on. 

“In all competitions I think I was 
in the late 60s [per cent] last year 
and I want to be better than that,” 
he explained.

“I’m not sure what my percentage 
is this year, but I do feel you’ve got 
to be at least 75-80 per cent in goal 
kicking to push on. 

“I don’t want to rest where I am at 
the moment, I want to get better as 
much as I can and strive onto better 
things. 

“We want to win things and I feel 
that if I can keep working hard I’ll 
get better every day - that’s the kind 
of ethos we have got here. 

“Everyone works hard, everyone 
wants to get better and that rubs off 
on people when they come in, and 
it surely has on me.” 

His current success rate for the 


season is 68 per cent, compared to 
91.30 per cent from Myler. Lamb 
has had 27 more shots at goal 
though, kicking 34 from 50 
attempts. 

He will again be hoping to help 
inspire Northampton to victory 
tomorrow night when Aviva 
Premiership leaders Harlequins 
visit Franklin’s Gardens, with the 
hosts looking to further solidify 
their place in the top four. 

There is the possibility that Lamb’s 
opposite number Nick Evans could 
miss out for Quins due to injury. 
While the Saints man feels that will 
be a blow to them though, he has 


also cautioned against underesti¬ 
mating Rory Clegg. 

Lamb said: “He’s a massive player 
for them. He’s probably been the 
stand out fly half in the Premiership 
for the past three or four seasons 
and I’m sure they’ll want him back 
fit. But Cleggy can come in, he’s 
been playing well and is a solid per¬ 
former. 

“We’re not really looking too much 
at them, we’re concentrating on our 
own game and hopefully we can 
impose our game plan on them. 

“If that comes about then it 
doesn’t really matter who is playing 
at ten for them.”

HE IS just over a month into his tenure as 
Northampton Town manager and Aidy 
Boothroyd is confident that things are 
starting to change for the better as the 
club bid to climb away from the bottom of 
League Two. 

A battling 1-1 draw at Shrewsbury Town 
on Monday - a team that beat them 7-2 at 
Sixfields back in November - was another 
sign of the progress that has been made 
since he succeeded Gary Johnson. 

That still leaves the Cobblers three points 
from safety and searching for their first win 
under the new boss, but Boothroyd has 
backed his squad to swiftly ensure they are 
not looking for much longer. 

“I can’t talk about what has gone, but 
when I look at the league table and look at 
the results, you’d think it doesn’t look too 
clever at the moment,” he said. 

“But when you go beyond that and dig 
beneath that, and you talk about the 
performances, the energy and the way that 
we are playing - we’ve all sat in dressing 
rooms at whatever level we’ve played at 
and thought, ‘we didn’t deserve that today,’ 
or, ‘we got lucky today.’ 

“But with this mob they’re giving their all, 
and if you give your all, are organised and 
you score goals then you’re going to win 
matches, and that win is just around the 
corner.” 

Boothroyd fielded his three new signings 
- left back Blair Adams, midfielder Ben 
Harding and striker Akwasi Asante - in the 
starting 11 against Shrewsbury, with Asante 
setting up Saido Berahino for the opening 
goal and the other two also impressing. 

Matt Richards pulled one back for the 
Shrews with a long range strike before half 
time, and after the restart the visitors 
found themselves coming under even more 
pressure as the game progressed but held 
on for a draw. 

Boothroyd said: “We’re only the third team 
to come away from here with something 
this season, which says a lot about how we 
played. 

“In the first half I thought we were the 
better team, we created enough chances 
and the game plan worked a treat. But for a 
bit of finishing we could have been two or 
three up. In the second half, they were the better
